DARROW CITED FOR CONTEMPT

The only question was whether the legis- 
lature had exceeded its constitutional 
right in enacting this law. The judge held 
it had not. and that the law was valid. 
That was all that had to be decided. The 
offense was admitted, or was proved by 
the evidence. All the furor about the 
soundness "or fallacy of evolution had no 
application* as to the guilt or innocence of 
Scopes. 
It did not matter so far as 


this case was concerned one particle 
whether the theory of evolution was cor- 
rect or incorrect. For the purpose of 
showing that the act is unconstitutional- 
the defense has been committed to put into 
record the affidavits of its scientists, and 
that is all that is required in the interest of 
justice. . 


The wisdom of the Tennessee statute 


is another matter. To bar the teaching 
of the theory of evolution from colleges 
and universities is manifestly futile and 
absurd. T«o ignore the facts established by 
science in support of the theory is equally 
absurd.- It is a serious reflection on pub- 
lic intelligence to attempt to suppress such 
knowledge and such teaching. The only 
question that might be raised is whether 
speculation about the origin of the world 
and of the human specie is a fit subject 
for immature minds, or whether it is of 
.practical value in public school education, 
as against so many other subjects that are 
of practical value on either of these 
grounds it might, as a reasonable exercise 
of police powers be excluded. from the 
public school curriculum, just as Latin or 
Greek or German or high mathematics 
might be excluded. The grounds might 
not be exactly the same, but it would be 
resolving doubt where religious objec- 
tion enters in favor of the child and of re- 
ligion. 
Xot that religion and evolution 


are in conflict, but that it requires ma- 
turity of mind to understand that there is 
no conflict.

Spaniards and their Indian allies, the 
Tlascal&ns. together numbering sev- 
eral thousand, abandoned the palace 
of the dead emperor, Monteiuma.

booty. 


When Cortez decided to retreat, . he 
invited the soldiers to helo themselves 
to the great heaps of gold and jewels, 
stored in one of the" halls,'reminding 
them, however, that "he travels safest 
in the dark night, who travels light- 
est." The share belonging to the Span- 
ish crown, as well as his own share 
and those of his favor cavaliers, were 
packed on horses and mules. 


On gaining the causeway, the Span 


iards crossed the canal by means of 
a portable bridge. Midway, they were 
severely attacked by the Infuriated Az- 
tecs, who swarmed the dikes. Under 
a thick shower of arrows, they rushed 
along the causeway until they reached 
the second breach, where they halted 
to await the arrival of the portable 
Bridge.

Trade Unions Find Favor 


With Women In Industry 


New Yor»—The number of women 


workers organized into trade unions 
more than quintupled In the decade 
from 1910 to!920. says a statement 
ihbued by the National Bureau of Eco- 
nomic Research. Inc.. of this city, sum. 
marlzin? an exhaustive report on the 
subject. 


In 1910 the statement shews the fe- 


male membership of American trade 
unions totaled 76,748. divided among 
34 organizations. 
In 1920 the total 


women membership was 396.600, di- 
vided among 37 orpanizations. 


All organizations but two. the mm- 


siclans and the brewery workers, had 
a larger membership at the close of 
the decade. Three Important new or; 
ganizations. it is pointed out. which 
were not In existence In 1910. the 
Amalgamated Clothing workers, the 
Amalgamated Textile workers and_ the 
telephone operators' branch of * the 
Electncal workers, contributed prac 
tically 100.000 members, or nearly one- 
fomth of the total rise. Another or- 
ganization, the Railway clerks, whose 
female membership in 1910 was neg- 
ligible, was responsible for 35,000 more

TO REMOTE CRATER LAKE 


Seward, Alaska— W. R. Smith and 


Sidney Old, old-time Alaskans, in tra-

the Everglades territory. 


The Everglades came 
to Florida 


from the United 
States under the 


provision of an act of Congress Of 
1S50. 
known as the swamp and over 


flow land grant act, on condition that 
the land be drained by the state.
